By a wise selec- 
tion of the daylily you can have blooms in your garden from spring 
to fall; we have daylilies in bloom in Sarcoxie from the last of 
May until the first of October with favorable weather. Each bloom 
of the Hemerocallis lasts for only a day; because of this short 
period of life each bloom puts forth great effort to be very beau- 
tiful that one day. The blooming season of each variety is length- 
ened by the great number of buds that appear on each scape.

SARCOXIE, MISSOURI 
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THE NATIONAL PEONY SHOW-1950 


The most eventful two days in the life of the Ozark foothills 
town of Sarcoxie, Missouri, were May 27 and 28, 1950, as the an- 
nual exhibition of the AMERICAN PEONY SOCIETY was held in 
Sarcoxie at that time. The press and radio of four states and 40,000 
personal invitations mailed out gave the Peony Show in Sarcoxie 
wide publicity and resulted in the overflow of our small town. 
Over three thousand paid admissions at the show and over 50,000 
visitors to our peony fields west of town. Many of the visitors 
came by car, train and plane from distant states and Canada. 


As is the long established custom, a flower tour is held in our 
Ozark community every spring. But the 1950 season was a bit 
special, aS we were one of the hosts to our many flower loving 
friends and to the prominent honor fuests of prominent flower 
authorities and the American Peony Society. The American Peony 
Society accepted our invitation to hold their National Peony Show 
of 1950 in Sarcoxie; thus the National Peony Show was unique in 
that it was held in the smallest town (population 1200), the farth- 
est south and the earliest it has ever been. 


We were very happy to be awarded the American Peony So- 
ciety Gold Medal for class number one, in which we exhibited 
between 50 and 60 varieties of peonies. The following list consists 
of the peonies shown by us in the show that were elected by the 
judges to go to the Court of Honor: 

Best semi-double from class 11. RARE CARVING. 

Best single from classes 15, 16, 17, 34. PRES. LINCOLN. 


Best herbaceous hybrid from classes 18, 19, 34. GOLDEN

Flower 
medium to large in size. Stems are of medium height. The open 
flower needs some support. The foliage is large. The plant is a 
vigorous and healthy grower and a dependable bloomer. The 
quality of the bloom is excellent. This outstanding new variety 
is now offered for the first time. However, the plants will not 
be delivered until September, 1952. Place your order now. We 
think Ann Cousins to be one of the three best new Peonies. 


BETTY CALVERT (Nicholls, 1950) Each $50.00 


Double. Midseason. Blush. No. 391. Very large rather flat 
blooms with very wide petals. Exquisite coloring of blush fading 
to white. Faint pleasant perfume. Good stems of medium height. 


CATHERINE CRAIN (Nicholls, 1948) Each $50.00 
Double. Early midseason. Light pink. No. 451. (Marie Crousse 
x Spring Beauty). Glowing light pink of exquisite tint fading 
white. Wide petals, perfect rose shape. Very large blooms of 
lasting substance. Robust and floriferous. Tall, strong stems. 
Very fragrant, spicy. 


DORIS COOPER (Cooper, 1946) Each $50.00 
Very light pink, fully double. Tall with good stems. Late flower- 
ing. Beautiful form and coloring. This no doubt is one of the 
top peonies ever offered as it has won: best flower in the show, 
American Home Achievement Medal and Gold Medal of the 
A. P. S. and many other high honors. 


(We flew 5,000 miles just to see this one and Pink O’Dawn in 
bloom. We liked them so well that we immediately purchased 
the entire stock of both.) 


FLORENCE ELLIS (Nicholls, 1948) Each $100.00 
Double. Midseason. Medium pink. No. 926. (Marie Crousse x 
Lady Alexandra Duff). Clear medium pink of beautiful tone. 
Wide petals, perfect rose shape. Very large.. Lasting substance. 
Tall strong stems. Nice fragrance. This, we think, is No. 2 in 
the three best of the outstanding new introductions. 


GEORGE J. NICHOLLS (Nicholls, 1948) Each $75.00 
Double. Very late.. White. No. 978. (Marie Crousse x Lady 
Alexandra Duff). Creamy white with strong amber underglow, 
deepest at center. Color similar to Solange. Wide petals, perfect 
rose shape. Huge refined blooms. Very tall strong stems.

J. C. NICHOLLS (Nicholls, 1948) 


Spring Beauty). White with glowing pink center, lighted by 
strong greenish yellow underglow. Beautiful shape. Spicy fra- 
grance. Huge but chaste and defined. Lasting substance. Tall 
very strong stems. Robust grower and free bloomer. This one 
is No. 3, we believe, in the three best new introductions. 


MARTHA SHARP (Nicholls, 1949) Each $50.00 


Double. Midseason. Medium pink. No. 1251. (Marie Crousse x 
Lady Alexandra Duff). Full double, clear rose pink with occa- 
sional light markings on the petals, which are wide and of last- 
ing substance. Medium height, strong grower and free bloomer. 


PINK O'DAWN (Cooper, 1946) Each $20.00 


Full rose type, petals large and evenly placed. Strong stems 
and an excellent keeper. Foliage large, smooth and growing far 
down on the stems. Tall and late. Color, flesh deepening to 
the center. Winner of the American Home Achievement Medal 
at the 1950 Peony Show in Minneapolis. 


CYGNET (Nicholls No. 58) (1951) Each $5.00 


Tentative name only. Very large and fine white single. Good 
strong stems. Coral stigmas. This is another one of Col. Nich- 
olls’ fine seedlings that is now offered for the first time. 


OPHA (Wild & Son, 1950) Each $5.00 


A very beautiful white single which Mrs. Gouveneur of White 
Cloud Farm, Carthage, Mo., thought good enough to have named 
for herself. 


You will note the first nine introductions are quite high 
in price; this is because our supply is quite limited. For 
example, we have 21 plants only of Florence Ellis and 19 of 
J. C. Nicholls. We have been asked many times to price these 
so we offer them here. We think this group of peonies tops 
and predict they will still be popular 100 years from now, 
just as Festiva Maxima and Mons Jules Elie are. 
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Betty Calvert, Catherine Crain, Florence Ellis, George J. 
Nicholls, J. C. Nicholls and Martha Sharp are the cream of 
Col. J. C. Nicholls’ hand crossed seedlings. These seedlings 
were the last of his peonies and in our opinion his finest. 


Instructions for Planting Peonies 


1. The best time of year to plant Peonies is Sep- 
tember, October and November. They can be set in the 
spring but we do not advise spring planting. Plant so 
that the pink crown buds or eyes are 114 to 2 inches un- 
der level of ground. 


2. Removal of small side buds lets all strength go 
into terminals. For specimen blooms and the best re- 
sults, disbud with a knife before buds exceed pea-size. 


3. For continued good health, a Peony bush needs 
a good part of its leaves. When you cut blooms, make 
sure two leaves remain on lower part of each stem. 


4. After water and plant food, staking can do the 
most for improving the good looks of your Peonies. For 
a natural effect and unobtrusive support, loop cord about 
stems and stakes as shown above. 


TERMS are cash with order, either check, draft, or money _ 


order. We do not advise the enclosure of currency with your order. 
We ask that you refrain from requesting C. O. D. shipments, as 
this adds to the cost and places us in an embarrassing position 
when such deliveries are sometimes unclaimed or addressee post- 
pones acceptance. 


TIME OF SHIPMENT. Peonies shipped from August 15th until 
March 15th; Iris shipped from July 1st until April 1st; Daffodils 
shipped from August Ist until freezing weather; Hemerocallis 
shipped any time except during the winter months. We schedule 
your shipment as near the time you wish as possible, otherwise 
the orders are filled in the sequence as received.

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After unpacking the box of Peony roots, wash off all 
packing material as it has no plant food value and is only 
used so the plants will reach you in a moist condition. 


Dig a hole large enough so the plant can be set in 
its natural shape. It is only necessary to have the hole 
deep enough so the eyes or crown will be 114 to 2 inches 
under the level of soil. Hold the plant erect in the center 
of the hole with one hand, with the other pull in the soil 
and press it firmly about the roots. If ground is dry 
then pour in water until soil is well soaked. Pull addi- 
tional dirt on top then to hold moisture in ground; this 
will keep soil from caking and becoming hard. 


When the plant growth appears in the spring, we 
suggest you cultivate and keep the top soil loose at least 
once a week. This should be continued until about August 
15, when you can cut the tops at ground level and burn.

A. B. C. NICHOLLS (Nicholls, 1937) (9.45) Each $3.00 


Col. Nicholls considers this one of his very best introductions. 
It is a lovely, double, late white, with a hint of pink and a de- 
cided orange glow at the base of petals. Stock of this variety 
very scarce. This origination will be eagerly sought after when 
better known and more extensively planted. 


A. B. FRANKLIN (Franklin, 1928) (9.27) Each $2.00 


A very light blush when first opening, fading white. Very lovely 
flower of beautiful form that has a place with the finest peonies 
produced. A Gold Medal winner and very worthy of that dis- 
tinction. Late bloomer. A very fine one but doubt it doing well 
in the South. 


ACME (Franklin, 1931) (8.90) Each $1.50 


Very large rose type, light pink with stiff stems and good foli- 
age, a sure and profuse bloomer, late, 36 inches. 


ADMIRAL (Franklin, 1940) Each $4.00 


Huge rose type white splashed with crimson, strong straight 
stems, tall, late. 


ADONIS (Sass, 1930) (8.73) Each $1.00 
Light pink with deep yellow collar, late. 
AERIE (Bigger, 1948) Each $5.00 


Cup shaped, semi-double, very light pink to white. Almost every 
flower has an eagle’s nest of petals built up in the center and 
with a collar of yellow stamens surrounding it. Very good sub- 
stance and medium green foliage. 30 inches. 


AS GoOPERRY (Brand; 1933) (8.91) Each $2.00 


Semi-double. Midseason. Light pink to blush. A delightfully 
formed and colored flower. 


ALBERTA KELSEY (Kelsey, 1937) Each $2.50 


Double. Delightfully fragrant. Light rose pink. Gold tipped 
petals interspersed among neatly cupped petals. Medium sized 
flowers. One flower is a bouquet. Combines beauty of petals and 
a delightful perfume. Harly midseason. 


ALESIA (Lemoine, 1927) (9.05) Each $5.00 


Double. Late. White. Full double flower of large size, creamy 
white deepening to the center, perfect form, medium height, 
good stems, fine foliage, slightly fragrant. Quite dependable. 
One of the most beautiful of all peonies and still very scarce. 


ALEX. D. VORIES (Vories, 1924) (8.27) Each $1.00 
Midseason, rose red, good. 
ALICE HARDING (Lemoine, 1922) (9.36) Each $2.00 


Double type large midseason white. Very imposing appearance. 
Even rounded guard petals of delicate flesh pink, flushed darker 
on the reverse, surrounding a cupped center of long, irregular 
petals of creamy white. Some stamens concealed in the center 
of flower. Very fragrant. Stems and foliage good. One of the 
finest French originations.

ANDY (Auten, 1936) Each $2.00, 3 for $5.00 


This is one of the best reds in our opinion. Fully double, me- 
dium to dark in color. It is a good grower and a heavy producer 
of flowers. A center of attraction among our red flowers here 
at Sarcoxie. 


ANNE BIGGER (Bigger, 1944) Each $8.00 


Late midseason. Splendid medium pink, well built up. Good 
stems. 


ARTHUR H. FEWKES (Fewkes, 1935) Each $15.00 


D.L. Fully double. Tall, good stems. Large loosely built, white 
with tan and pink tints in the center. Rather flat flower. This 
was never disseminated by Mr. Fewkes. He gave it to a number 
of friends and it is found in several gardens. When at its best 
it is a beautifully colored flower and has good form. Late. 


ARMISTICE (Kelsey, 1933) Each $3.00 


Double, large rose pink. Very tall and strong stems. Rose for- 
mation. Late midseason. Very good variety. Fragrant. 


ARGENTINE (Lemoine, 1924) (8.6) Each $1.00, 3 for $2.25 


Late midseason. A large globular flower with symmetrically ar- 
ranged petals of good substance; color purest white with creamy 
tint toward the center; fragrant. This variety shows much 
promise and was among the top white we saw while in Minne- 
apolis in 1945. Recommended for northern sections only. 


ASA GRAY (Crousse, 1886) (8.1) Each 75c 


Guard petals salmon-pink, center delicate lilac, sprinkled with 
minute dots of deeper lilac. Semi-rose type. Midseason. 


AUGUSTE DESSERT (Dessert, 1920) (8.7) Each $1.00 


Double type, large midseason. Each petal edged with narrow, 
light border. Flower lightens in color from dark pink to a much 
lighter shade. Very attractive. 


AUTEN’S PRIDE (Auten, 1933) (9.18) Each $2.00 


Light pink with lavender shades, rose fragrant. Large bloom, 
sure to open. Late. Stems stiff, just above medium height; 
a strong grower. Most outstanding. 
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“Glowers from the Wilds of Missouri”

BALL O’ COTTON (Franklin, 1920) (8.8) 
Each $1.00, 3 for $2.00 


Double type, large, late midseason. Petals incurved, overlapping 
at first, forming a large, compact white ball. Later, the enor- 
mous outer petals unfold and the evenly graduated inner petals 
form a rose-like center of crisp texture. There is a faint lemon 
tint in the center when fully open. Fragrance mild and sweet. 
Strong stems, foliage good. Excellent habit for garden use. 


BARONESS SCHROEDER (Kelway, 1889) (9.0) 
Each 75c, 3 for $2.00 


A double white tinted flesh pink. This pink will disappear as 
flower opens, leaving it a pure white. Tall, strong stems and 
one of the best cut flowers we have. Much in demand by com- 
mercial growers. 


BELLE CHINOISE (Auten, 1935) Each $1.00 


If French pronunciation is not easy for you, just call this 
“Pretty Chinese.’ An immaculate full double white, sure to 
open, near to bomb type. Medium size and height. Midseason. 
An exquisite peony. 


BEN COFELD (Kelsey, 1934) Each $2.00 


Pink double, like Mons. Jules Elie. Very large petals, closely 
packed and set in edgeways. Almost ball shaped. Heavy stems. 
Shorter outer petals. 


BERT SHAYLOR (Shaylor seedling. Never 
introduced by him.) 


Double good sized flower, fine stems. Good medium pink. 
Vigorous. 


BETHEL (Kelsey, 1939) Each $3.00 


NR. Semi-double. Midseason. Blush pink. Medium sized flower 
on good stems of moderate height. On mature plants it makes 
a flower of great beauty. Mr. Kelsey thought it one of his best. 


BETTER TIMES (Franklin, 1941) Each $3.00 
Deep rose pink of rose form, straight, strong stem, late mid- 
season, tall, floriforous. Very showy. 


BETTY BLOSSOM (Thurlow, 1925) (8.9) 
Each 75c, 3 for $1.75 


A large, double, late midseason variety, globular with white 
guard petals faintly tinted yellow and sometimes flecked on the 
back. The distinct collar of narrow petals heavily edged gold 
and a tuft of yellow staminodes of clear yellow at the extreme 
center produces a charming and distinct yellow and white effect 


BIG BEN (Auten, 1943) Each $7.00 
Medium dark red bomb, early, fragrant; opens well, large bloom 
on tall stiff stems. Continues to give promise as a most valu- 
able addition to the list of commercial cut flower reds. Espe- 
cially good in the South. 


BLACK WARRIOR (Nicholls, 1941) Each $4.00 
Not yet rated. A full double, midseason bloomer. Red-black in 
color; no stamens show; medium size and height. A most in- 
teresting introduction. This is a very fine dark red. Stock very 
limited. 


BLANCHE ELIE (Dr. F. G. Brethour, 1934) Each $4.00 
Double. midseason. White guards, pale yellow collar turning 
white. Often shows red markings. A very fine flower. This is 
very similar in form to Mons. Jules Elie. Fragrant. Stock very 
scarce.

BLANCHE KING (Brand, 1922) (8.9) Each $3.00 
Deep, dark pinks are always admired in the garden planting 
and Blanche King fills the bill completely in this respect. The 
flower is very large, symmetrical and true rose type. A glowing 
deep pink that holds its color in the field or garden. Very late 
bloomer and a consistent winner at our National Peony Shows 
in this color class. 


BLUSH (Nicholls, 1941) Each $3.00 
Here is a peony that is unusually attractive and appealing to 
the eye. The delicate flush coloring greatly adds to its effective- 
ness when used in flower arrangements. Flower medium size, 
held stiff and erect on wiry stems. A very lovely peony that 
appeals to all. Colors hold well. 


BLUSHING BEAUTY (Franklin, 1931) (8.92) Each $2.00 


Large full rose type, pale pink with good stems. A good grower 
and free bloomed. Fragrant, late, 36 inches. 


BUFFALO GIRL (Kelsey, 1934) Each $4.00 


Double. Wine, or very deep pink color, shading to white at tips 
of petals. Good stiff stems. Huge blooms. 


CAPITULATION (Brethour, 1938) Each $4.00 


NR. Double. Midseason. White and yellow. Full double globu- 
lar bloom similar to Primevere. Wide guard petals of blush 
white, with a collar of golden yellow smaller petals which hold 
their color well. Stems excellent and medium height. One of the 
best of the so-called yellows. 


CAPTAIN KIDD (Auten, 1934) Each $1.00, 3 for $2.50 


Dark red semi-double, rich with purple. Large, nearly full dou- 
ble tall. Color holds except in extreme heat. 


CAROLYNE MAE NELSON (Sass, 1937) Each $4.00 


Late midseason. Large, very dark crimson-maroon. One of the 
fine dark reds. Tall strong stems. 


CATHIE ANN 


CATHIE ANN (Auten, 1942) Each $8.00 


A deep rose pink, double, no stamens nor seed pods. Rose fra- 
grant, 40 inches tall, leaves start near the ground. A stiff stem. 
Bloom 15 inches above the foliage. Heavy substance, good out 
of cold storage. Late midseason. My best seedling for commer- 
cial pink cut flower out of many thousands of seedlings. (Mr. 
Auten’s description.) We like this one very well. Especially good 
in the South. 


CHARLENE (Kelsey, 1938) Each $5.00 


NR. Double. Midseason. White. Loose full double creamy white 
with strong stems and good foliage. Medium height and mid- 
season. This is one of the loveliest of all of Mr. Kelsey’s best 
originations and stands up well in any company. 


CHEROKEE (Franklin, 1931) (8.50) Each $3.00 


Double. Late. Blush white. Though having no stamens this 
flower opens up more like a semi-double being very large and 
flat with flowers blush white resembling the well known rose 
of the same name. It is an excellent garden flower. 
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CHERRY HILL (Thurlow, 1915) (8.6) Each $1.50, 3 for $3.50 


Deep garnet. Large flowers with a beautiful sheen. Stamens 
are very showy in blooms not- fully developed. Awarded Silver 
Medal by Massachusetts Horticuitural Society. One of the best 
reds. Early. 


CHESTINE GOWDY (Brand, 1913) (8.4) 
Each 75c, 3 for $1.50 


Shell-pink with cream colored collar. A perfectly formed, crown- 
shaped flower. The broad pink petals of the cone are occasion- 
ally splashed with crimson. Very fragrant. 


CLAUDE BARROW, JR. (Kelsey, 1939) Each $7.00 


One of the largest and finest flowers in the garden. Double 
pink, informal shape.

HOW TO GROW IRIS 


1. Work soil well to a depth of 10 to 12 inches. If soil is 
heavy, incorporate sand so moisture percolates out quickly. 
The soil should not be acid. If it is, apply lime, otherwise 
no lime is recommended. 


2. Iris will thrive without feeding, but will respond to its 
application. Use care not to get nitrogenous materials on 
or near the roots, rot may start. An excessively heavy 
nitrogenous feeding will give very lush growth which is 
more susceptible to rot. In the preparation of your new 
Iris bed, spade in a good application of compost below 
the roots. Well processed compost is ideal. Then an appli- 
cation of a well balanced fertilizer applied as a top dress- 
ing dusted around and in between the plants in early 
spring or very late fall is desirable. Steamed bone meal 
and super-phosphate are fine top dressing materials. The 
compost furnishes humus and valuable soil organisms. 


3. Cultivating should be done shallowly. Iris feeding 
roots are very near the surface. Keep your Iris free of 
weeds and do not allow neighboring plants to encroach 
upon them. Remember, they should have sunlight right 
down to the rhizome. Remove the outer leaves as they 
begins to brown. AT ALL. TIMES KEEP LITTER, OLDVIRIS 
LEAVES, -GRASSEo, EI'CS AWAY FROM: THE. RHIZOME. 


4. The ideal location for your Iris is a sunny well drained 
position. Sunshine, at a minimum half days; Iris will not 


do well in the deep shade. No water should stand in your 
Iris beds. 


5. We prefer to cultivate shallowly after each rain when 
the ground has dried sufficiently for proper tilth. As the 
Iris grow, the outside foliage becomes limp. We remove 
these outside leaves every so often. Particularly about two 
weeks after blooming time. We do not trim the Iris foliage 


on established plants except to cut off some leaf spot should 
that show up. Bloom stems are cut level with the ground 
after blooming on a dry day so the cut heals quickly. 


6. For best results plant July through September. Early 
planting establishes the new Iris plants before winter. This 
is the time to reset clumps of Iris that are crowded, gener- 
ally clumps 3 or 4 years old. In the extreme heat of the 
South, it is more advisable to plant after the extremes of 
summer heat are over—September is recommended. 


7. Old clumps should be thinned after they become 
crowded, about every four years. Dug up clumps, remove 
and discard the old center divisions that have blossomed 
and replant the fresh, largest foliage fans after the soil has 
been renovated. 


8. Watering depends on location. Newly set plants need 
moisture so they can grow a new root system. Water at 
fairly long intervals in dry weather. Established plants do 
not require watering except in very arid parts of the coun- 
try. At times of excessive heat newly set plants can be 
shaded by upright shingle or some such protection cutting 
off the direct rays of the sun for a few days. 


9. We strongly advocate protective winter covering, par- 
ticularly in the most northern sections. A light covering of 
marsh hay, straw, or some like weed-free litter is highly 
advised. New set plants in particular must be protected 
as a preventive to the injury caused by freezing and thaw- 
ing. Remove covering when spring growth begins. 


10. Place your rhizomes just below the surface of the 
ground with the roots well spread out underneath so the 
rhizome is within reach of the warmth of the sun’s rays, the 
roots beneath are in moist (not soggy) soil. Be sure to firm 
the soil tightly around each rhizome when planting.

3. Set dwarf early daylilies in rock garden or to bloom 
with iris. Count on taller midsummer kinds blooming with 
your roses, clematises and phlox. Remove wilted flowers 
daily. Through the hottest part of summer, water daylilies 
heavily to increase size of your flowers. Contrast reds with 
palest yellows.

HEMEROCALLIS TRIALS 


A display of the newer varieties of Hemerocallis for members 
of the Hemerocallis Society when their national meeting was held 
in Cleveland, caused the initial plot of 179 varieties to be planted 
late in October, 1949. These plants were mulched with ground bark, 
ground corn cobs, chopped straw and hay, as part of a mulching 
experiment. 97% of the plants bloomed with the ground mark 
mulch, giving the best growth and the best weed control. 


This test plot, approved by the Hemerocallis Society, will be 
continued as a permanent part of the test garden system. Many 
new varieties were planted this fall. 

Varieties were rated for their growth and vigor, scape form, 
branching, number of blooms per scape, ability to continue scape 
development throughout the season (reblooming), floret size, floret 
balance to scape height and size of scape, floret clarity of color, 
color harmony, floret substance and uniqueness of floret form.
